From there he 
went to Montana and then came back 
to Canada to take up land in the Box 
Springs district. Mr. Bedard was a 
witowers his wife having died in Kan 
sas in 1894. His only daughter died 
a few weeks ago if a convent in Que- 
bec, and now his twin song Eldred 
awl Elbert, of Bot Springs, are his 
only survivors, Because of his ox- 
tensive travelling, deceased was an 
interesting conversationalist and ‘is 
jovial disposition made him an inter- 
esting companion on all occasions.

Austin H. Clark, biologist of the 
Smithsonian Institution, in a state- | 
ment just issued on the importance | 
of biological reeearch. 

Dr. Clark declares that the agricul- | 
tural war being waged against the 
pests of the farms is a war in which 
chemistry and science is playing an 
important part. In their present-day |
